'I'he JOURNAL is informed by 


wiio say they hare been notified that 
-hey are delegates, that the Populist 
State Convention will meet here to-day 
at 10 o'clock. Some of these gentle- 
men say they have not ascertained 
how, 
when, where or by whom they 


were elected or appointed. That, how- 
ever, is not very material, though any 
party claiming to represent the masses 
should consult the masses in choosing 
delegates to conventions which assume 
to act for the pirty. 


It is greatly to be hoped that wise 


counsel and good judgment will pre- 
vail m tbe Populist as well as in all 
other conventions, and that it will en- 
deavor to harmotiize all elements in 
Nevada which support Biyan for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


It is now apparent to the dullest in- 


tellect that the single gold standard 
advocates, 
whether arrayed 
under 


Republican or Democratic banners, are 
working for the success of McKinley. 
The mam question with the gilt-edged 
gentlemen, who met at glndianapolis, 
was How best to subserve the interests 
of McKiuley? Some of the delegates 
weie of the opinion that all gold Dem- 
ocrats should vote direct for MoKinley; 
others thought that moie votes ooald 
be drawn from Bryan by namimting 
candidates for President and 
Vice 


President, and that view prevailed. 


The Populists in Nevada occupy 


about the same position relatively to 
McKinley that the gold Democrats do 
in the East If they decline to fnse 
with the Bryan and Sewall men in Ne- 
vada upon a reasonable basis and nom- 
inate independent Bryan and Wataon 
electors, they will benefit McKmloy 
more than if they indorsed him for 
President, for with independent elect- 
ors, many will vote their ticket who 
would not support McKinley under 
any other circumstances. 


Tho action of the convention will, 


therefore, determine whether the lead- 
ers of tbe Populist party, are what they 
seem, the friends of Bryan and mone- 
tary reform, or secretly in collusion 
with the single gold standard men. 
Theru ia no neutral ground in this 
campaign. 
The battle is between the 


single gold standaid, whif.h its advo- 
cates admit is not beneficial to the 
country, as they are willing to aban- 
don it if foreign nations will consent, 
and tbe bimetalliste, who say that gold 
and silver should be coined for the 
people at the mints, as an act approved 
by the immortal Washington, and in 
force for eighty-one years, declared it 
should be, and he who is not for this 
American system of finance is against 
it, whether he pretends to be for or 
against Bryan or MoKinley.

changed. The Legislatures of the sev- 
eial States will bo in session ntxt 
Winter, and if the cold men, after the 
election of Bryan, attempt to sell peo- 
ple's farms and homes stay laws will 
be enicted to protect the citizens from 
their rapacity.

The revenues of the Government are 
not equal to the expenditures. This 
has been the case under the present 
tariff laws and it was the case under 
the MoKinley tariff law in the last two 
years of Harrison's Administration, 
proving that neither a high tariff nor a 
low tariff will produce sufficient reve- 
nue for the Government if a dollar 
costs two bushels of wheat or a day's 
labor.

ficiency in the revenue will therefore 
continue if McKinley is elected, for if 
Congress should pass a free coinage 
bill he is pledged to veto it. 


To relieve the treasury it has there- 


fore been suggested that the plan rec- 
ommended by Hon. John W. Foster, 
who was Secretary of State nnder 
President Harrison, be adopted. His 
method was to impose an additional 
tax on whisky, which could be col- 
lected without additional cost to the 
Government.

Having seen the statstments 


published in Mr. Banna's papuis re 
garding Mexico and silver, mads the 
following 
alfldnvit, which was sub- 


scribed and awoin to by him baforeE. 
H. English, a notary public, at Valley 
Junction. Iowa: 


"I, James H. Kennedy, now a resi- 


dent of the town of Sinalva, in the 
State cf Sinaloa, Mexico, do solemnly 
swear that I am an American by birth; 
that I served threo years in the 7th 
Ion a during the late civil war; that I 
have always been a Rapublican; that I 
have resided in Mexico for tweaty-flve 
years; that I speak the Spanish lan- 
guage as well or better than I now do 
tho English. I have traveled through 
twenty-four of the twenty-seven States 
of Mexico, in an official capacity and as 
interpreter for numerous syndicates. I 
have had access to almost all the arch- 
ives of that country. T am better ac- 
quainted with the customs and usages 
of that country than I am -with 
my mother conntiy, I left Mexico on 
the 2d day of March, 1896, coming to 
this country to visit my friends, rela- 
tives and old comrades. Daring the 
last month in Iowa I have heard more 
absurd and utterly false statements 
made in regard to Mexico than I ever 
thought could be conjured up b? mor- 
tal man, and all to deceive the voter. 


"One most heard is that yoa can 


take one American silver dollar into 
Mexico and get two Mexican silver dol- 
lars for it, or that you can get a BO-cent 
meal, throw down an Americas dollar, 
and they will giro you back in change 
a Mexican dollar. I brand this aa ut- 
terly false in every respect, a lie manu- 
factured out of whole cloth. I assert 
that a Mexican will not accept an 
Ameiican dollar, either gold, silver or 
papei, tor any amount, but will refer 
you to a broker, where you can sell 
your silver dollars as bsllion for Mexi- 
can .money, then they will trade with 
yon.

Mexico will not accept Americau money 
uuder any circumstances, but will in 
variably refer you to a broker. 


" By paying the mintage anyone can 


take silver bullion to either of the 
mints in Mexico and get Mexican sil- 
ver dollars for it, and for 250 years sil- 
ver bullion has never fluctuated »p or 
down to exceed 2 cents. 


"I hear it asserted that tke national 


debt is payable in gold. I brand this 
as utterly false. Every dollar of the 
debt, $1-16,000,000, is and always has 
been payable in the lawful money of 
that country, and we are nowpaying 
our debt in Mexican silver dollars, the 
money of the contract. 


I assert that Mexico in the present 


decade is making strides of advance- 
ment gi eater than any other nation on 
earth. Twenty-five years ago we had 
80 miles of railroad, now we bare near 
8,000 miles o£ railroad. We are building 
factories on every hand. Twenty-eight 
years ago, when the French army was 
driven out, tho Mexican government 
was left penniless, not a dollar in the 
treasury. We can no\v pay our entire 
national debt any day a demand would 
be made for it. 


" I am now on my way to Mexico to 


spend the rest of my life. Any one can 
find me by addressing a letter to James 
H. Kennedy, Sinalva, Sinaloa, Mex- 
ico. 


" In conclusion I invite an honest 


and thorough investigation into the 
facts of my statement, and I defy suc- 
cessful contradiction. I am not the 
owner of mining stocks and no personal 
interest has caused me to maka this 
statement, but have given it at the re- 
quest of an old comrade.

to maintain a principle, as Whitall, 
Tatura & Co., the Quaker glass manu- 
facturers of Philadelphia, do and have 
done for nearly 75 years. 


Tho firm was established in the early 


part of the century, and its founders 
vrero strict and consistent members of 
tho Society of Friends. They did not 
believe in war, nor iu litigation, nor in 
the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquors, and they established a rule 
•which has never been violated. 


Whitall, Tatum & Co. have never 


made a whisky flask, nor any sort or 
description of bottle intended to contain 
either malt, vinous or spirituous liquors. 
This includes the small vials called 
' 'samples,'' which are similar to those 
made to display samples of illuminating 
and lubricating oils. Should an intend- 
ing purchaser ask for oil "samples" 
and say they were to be used for whisky, 
ho could not buy them at any price. 


The army and navy departments of 


the United States have sought several 
times to buy glassware from the firm, 
but the patronage has invariably been 
refused on the ground that the furnish- 
ing of any sort of supply for the aid or 
comfort of persons engaged in war or 
maintaining peace by force of arms was 
contrary to the tenets of the Society of 
Friends, and therefore could not be 
considered. The senior member of the 
firm, recently deceased, was a typical 
Quaker—a man of brawn and brain, and 
at 66 was in as fine a physical condition 
as most men who have led a temperate 
life are at 40. Grief over the untimely 
death of his son, a young man of great 
promise, was the primary cause of Mr. 
WhitaU's death.— New York Mail and 
Express.

spared to obtain correct information, 
so that those interested in the coal car- 
rying railroads and other companies j 
owning or leasing coal lands may bo i 
able to judge of the present prospective j 
values of their propertiea Eleven cor- 
porations control 90 per cent of the 
available coal supply. 


According to the summarized es- 


timate of Tho Bond Record, iu 30'J 
years, on the basis of shipments mado 
in. 1895, tho supply of anthracite uoil 
•will, be exhausted. The largest propor- 
tion of the annual increase of tonnage 
has been furnished by the Wyoming 
region; In 1894 Lehigh and Sohuylkill 
furnished 45 per cent and Wyoming 50 
percent of tho year's output, but tho 
Wyoming region is neariug the point of 
maximum output and increase of tou- 
iiage is likely soon to diminish.

Unless the gross misman- 
agement and criminal wastefulness that 
have characterized the anthracite indus- 
try for tho past few years are stopped 
they will result in the ruin of the great 
properties engaged in the mining and 
transportation of coal. 


Could the various interests involved 


co-operate and limit tho production of 
the mines to meet the requirements of 
tho market, at fair prices, before many 
years, with the increasing consumption, 
the demand would equal production, 
there would be an end to tho present 
demoralized markets and those who 
have invested their savings in the stocks 
and bonds of these anthracite properties 
would eventually get back their invest- 
ment with interest. 


But the great fact which this publica- 


tion of The Bond Record discloses is the 
brief period of time which we can de- 
pend upon tho anthracite coalfields of 
Pennsylvania to supply us with heat 
and power. Ita place will have to be 
supplied by some othor element, and 
theie is none in sight so admirably- 
adapted for the purpose. The supply of 
bituminous coal is practically exhaust - 
loss, but thJH greasy, sooty, dirty fnel is 
a resource from which our generation 
ought to be profoundly thankful it is 
spared.
